Superintendent's  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  op  Bremen: 

1  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  for  the  year  ending  March  12,  1900. 

Amount  of  money  raised  by  town  at  last  annual 


The  whole  number  of  scholars  in  town  on  the  fifteenth  of 
April,  1899,  was  178;  the  whole  number  of  schools  taught  in 
town  the  past  year  is  21;  the  aggregate  number  of  weeks  of  all 
the  schools  was  197;  the  length  of  the  different  terms  will  be 
found  in  the  tabulated  report. 

The  number  of  different  teachers  for  the  twenty-one  terms 
of  school  was  16.  Six  of  these  had  not  had  previous  experience, 
of  the  remaining  number,  several  had  had  quite  an  extensive 
experience  while  the  others  had  taught  but  few  terms. 

As  a  whole,  the  schools  have  proved  quite  satisfactory  but 
in  some  cases  have  not  been  quite  what  we  wished. 

There  have  been  27  weeks  of  school  in  each  of  the  schools 
in  town  with  but  two  exceptions. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  registered  in  the  spring 
terms  was  122,  average  110;  fall  term,  121,  average,  100;  winter, 
116,  average,  85.

The  Broad  (Jove  schoolhouse  has  been  newly  painted,  the 
walls  and  ceiling  white-washed,  and  the  desks  and  wood  work 
varnished. 

We  would  recommend  that  $150.00  be  raised  for  repairs  the 
coming  year. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

As  the  tirammars  now  in  use  in  town  are  quite  unsatis- 
factory, having  been  in  the  schools  for  quite  a  long  term  of 
years,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  recommend  a  change  the  com- 
ing year. 

The  Physiologies  should  also  be  changed  at  an  early  date. 

It  is  thought  that  the  sum  of  $50.00  will  be  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost  of  text  books  for  the  coming  year. 

Agreeable  to  the  vote  of  the  committee,  I  purchased  on 
exchange  for  the  Town  of  Bremen,  75  copies  of  the  Greenleaf 
Practical  Arithmetics. 

These  books  were  put  into  the  schools  the  third  week  of 
the  spring  term,  and  have  given  entire  satisfaction.

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I  would  recommend  that  an  appropriatian  of  $75  00  be  made  for 
repairs  for  1901. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

We  have  bought  and  placed  in  the  schools  48  copies  of  South- 
worth  and  Goddard's  First  Lessons  in  Language,  and  40  copies  of 
Elements  of  Composition  and  Grammar  by  the  same  authors. 

These  books  were  put  into  the  schools  the  first  of  the  spring 
term  and  are  proving  a  success. 

We  also  bought  10  copies  of  Greenleaf 's  Practical  Arithmetic 
and  10  copies  of  Barnes1  First  Readers. 

We  would  recommend  that  Greenleaf 's  Brief  Course  in  Arith- 
metic be  introduced  as  a  text  book  for  those  scholars  who  have 
finished  their  First  Lessons  in  Numbers. 

An  appropriation  of  $75  00  should  be  made  for  text  books  for 
the  ensuing  ye^r. 

I  would  recommend  that  Keene  Neck  school  be  discontinued 
and  united  with  Weston  school.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
year  at  Keene  Neck  was  8.6;  at  Weston,  8.25.  It  does  not  seem 
profitable  to  maintain  two  schools  where  there  are  only  enough 
scholars  for  one.  A  union  of  these  schools  would  be  of  advantage 
to  those  scholars  attending,  since  by  bringing  the  best  scholars  of 
the  two  schools  together,  a  much  greater  interest  on  the  part  of 
these  scholars  would  be  the  result.  It  would  also  enable  us  to  pay 
the  wages  necessary  to  secure  satisfactory  teachers.  Financially  it 
would  be  a  benefit,  as  quite  extensive  repairs  will  have  to  be  made 
upon  Keene  Neck  schoolhouse  to  make  it  suitable  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  school. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  urge  upon  parents  and  citizens  the  necessity 
of  taking  a  more  active  interest  in  the  schools  and  school  work, 
co-operating  with  your  school  officers  ana  teachers  to  make  the 
schools  what  they  should  be. 

It  is  of  especial  importance  that  parents  impress  upon  their 
children  the  necessity  of  taking  better  care  of  school  property,  par- 
ticularly text  books.
